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RELEASED: November 6, 2000 3:00 p.m. - Temperatures were above normal with above normal rainfall.  5.0 days were
suitable for fieldwork.  Soil moisture supplies were 14 percent very short, 35 percent short, 43 percent adequate, and 8 percent
surplus.  

FIELD CROP :  Soybean harvest and wheat planting continued.  Cotton harvest was near completion, however, rain towards
the end of the week put harvest at a standstill.  Sorghum and rice harvest was completed.  Additional farm activities included
land leveling and deep tillage.

LIVESTOCK, PASTURE AND RANGE:  Livestock were in fair condition.  Calves were being weaned and vaccinated.
Cattle  were still being treated for flies and external parasites.  Supplemental feeding of hay continued in many counties,
however, recent rains have brought on new growth of fall grasses in many pastures.  Farmers were over seeding fall forage
on pastures.  Farmers were also bush hogging pastures and moving cattle to better pastures.
